Vacation Isn’t All Fun

Up at 5:30 a.m. every morning, 
working 16 or 17 hours a day, eating 
mostly roots and oranges, and 
sleeping on cots in an old deserted 
schoolroom in a town with no elec­ 
tricity 
or 
running 
w ater—not 
everyone’s idea of the perfect sum­ 
mer vacation. 
But 
Plano 
newcomer 
Brian 
McConnell 
will 
take 
such 
a 
“vacation” for the third summer in a 
row this year as part of the Amigos De 
Las Americas program. 
Founded in Houston in 1965, Amigos 
is a non-profit organization which 
sends young volunteers to South 
America each summer to immunize 
children against such diseases as 
m easles, tetanus, diphtheria and 
polio. 
Almost six million immunizations 
have 
been 
given 
since 
the 
organization 
was 
formed. 
The 
volunteers who administer the shots 
must undergo an intensive six-month 
training period which teaches them 
shot techniques, immunization theory 
and Spanish language and culture. 
McConnell, a political science 
student at the University of Texas at 
Dallas, became interested in the 
program as a freshman student at the 
University of Arizona in Tucson. After 
spending the first part of the summer 
of 1975 as a volunteer in Paraguay, 
McConnell was asked to stay on as a 
staff member. He worked on the staff 
in Nicaragua for three months last 
year and will travel to Bolivia this 
summer. 
Receiving his initial training with 
the 
Tucson 
Amigos 
chapter, 
McConnell said that he was impressed 
at the intensity of the orientation.

But Planoite Enjoys 
Volunteer Assignment 


“A lot of what we learned was how 
to take care of yourself in Latin 
America,” he explained. “We also 
learned a lot about the shots we would 
be using and were taught Spanish, 
even though I had had it in high school 
and college.” 
The volunteers met one night a 
week and one full day on Saturday 
once a month for the training, which 
lasted from January to June. Besides 
their technical training, the students 
heard lectures from some of the 
foremost 
authorities 
on 
Latin 
American life. 
All volunteers for Amigos De Las 
Americas are at least 16 years old (as 
of Feb. I) and furnish a portion of the 
participation fee from personal funds. 


After their training, they must also 
pass a National Proficiency Stan­ 
dards test which includes a con­ 
versational knowledge of Spanish. 


When the training is completed, the 
volunteers are assigned to various 
countries in Latin America. Seven 
countries will be serviced this year 
and include the Dominican Republic. 
Honduras, Nicaragua, 
Guatemala, 
Equador, Bolivia and Paraguay. 


McConnell explained that before the 
volunteers are sent to the countries, 
staff members go ahead of them to 
make certain arrangements. They 
work with the South American 
Ministry of Health and offices of local 
governm ents who decide which

vaccines should be distributed in the 
villages. 
Sleeping and eating arrangements 
are also made ahead of time. Usually 
local merchants contribute money to 
a village family and the volunteers eat 
their meals with them. 
McConnell described his first-year 
trip to Paraguay as a “unique” ex­ 
perience. He and two other young 
male volunteers arrived in the village 
of Caarendy where most of the 
villagers spoke both Spanish and 
“Guarani,” the Indian language. 
Because Paraguay is below the 
equator, that country is in its winter 
season during our summer months.

Kindergarten 
Registration 
Is Scheduled 


Children who will attend kin­ 
dergarten classes in the Plano 
Independent School District next fall 
will pre-register for classes Friday at 
the district’s 13 elementary schools. 
Registration will be conducted from 
9 to ll a m. and from I to 3 p.m. for all 
children who will be five years old on 
or before Sept. 1,1977. Children will be 
registered for either morning or af­ 
ternoon classes on a first-come basis. 
All kindergarten students who will 
ride the bus will be registered for 
morning classes. 
Students who live in the Saigling 
Elementary zone, which is west of 
Independence Parkway, north of Park 
Blvd. and south of Parker Rd., will 
register at Jackson Elem entary. 
Saigling is presently under con­ 
struction and will house Kindergarten 
- sixth grade students when it opens 
this fall. 
The district’s elementary principals 
have announced that a child will not 
be registered unless his parent or 
guardian presents a certified birth 
certificate and an immunization 
record signed by a physician. 
Hospital records will not be ac­ 
ceptable for the birth certificate, the 
principals 
emphasized. 
The 
inoculation record must indicate that 
a child was immunized against dip- 
theria (since age four), tetanus (since 
age four), polio (since age four) and 
Red and German measles. Parents 
who object to immunizations on 
religious or health grounds must 
provide a signed affidavit. 
If at all possible, the preference of 
morning or afternoon classes will be 
honored according to when the child 
was registered and the number on the 
registration form. In all cases, the 
final placement of the child in a class 
will be the sole responsibility of each 
elementary school. 


The public will be invited to testify 
Monday at 7:30 p.m. on four zoning 
cases under City Council 
con­ 
sideration. 
Associated Properties has asked for 
single family, apartment and retail 
zoning on 371 acres in far west Plano.

P&Z members recommended that 
10.36 acres of duplex be granted. 
In a third public hearing, council 
members will determine whether .22 
acres southeast of the intersection of 
Avenue O and 14th St. should be 
rezoned to Light Industrial-1 from 
retail. 
The fourth hearing concerns an 
amendment to the zoning ordinance 
changing the definition of a field of­ 
fice. 
The plans and specifications of the 
Custer Ground Storage Tank No. 2 will 
be reviewed and the emergency 
receipt of bids on a police patrol car is 
expected to be approved. 


Other items on the agenda include 
the revision of natatorium fees, the 
review of Ridgewood Homeowners 
Assn. assessments, a policy statement 
on the development of land adjacent 
to power easements and the in­ 
stitution 
of 
eminent 
domain 
proceedings against Bill and Annie 
Ruth Grimes. 
City National Bank will ask ap­ 
proval of a temporary building on the 


southeast comer of Independence and 
15th St. and Pioneer National Title 
Insurance will request permission to 
place a metal building on the site of 
Custer Pkwy. Professional Center for 
six months while permanent space is 
being completed 
Council members will make several 
personnel appointments, consider the 
April tax report, review proposed 
standard labor and special charges by 
lx>ne Star 
Gas and 
consider 
a 
resolution obligating payment of anti­ 
recession fiscal assistance funds.

“They’re in the dead of 
winter and it’s cold in 
Paraguay,’’ said McConnell. 
“That year was the coldest 
winter in history and it also 
snowed for the first time in 
recorded history too.” 
A typical day for the 
Planoite and his two com­ 
panions consisted of waking 
up at 5:30 or 6 a.m. every 
cold morning and taking a 
“ sponge bath” outside at a 
well (McConnell said that 
the native girls next door 
would watch the boys and 
laugh). 
After breakfast with their 
host family, 
the Amigos 
would split up and go out into 
the forest, or jungle, to begin 
their daily vaccinations. 
“ Most Amigos go out on 
foot or burro or donkey,” 
noted McConnell, “ but my 
guide had a motorcycle and 
we would go out on it. I ’d just 
put my needles and syringes 


and vaccines along with my 
Spanish-English 
dictionary 
in my back pack and we’d go 
out into the jungle.” 
The two would stop at a* 
small one-room schoolhouse 
in the forest and send the 
yoiing students J8bt to get 
their younger brothers and 
sisters (immunizations were 
only given to children bet­ 
ween 
the ages 
of 
three 
months and four years). 
“ We would vaccinate until 
lunchtime 
and 
then 
someone, 
usually 
the 
schoolteacher, would cook us 
lunch,” McConnell said. 
“ The meal was usually meat 
and rice along with a kind of 
root they served with almost 
every meal, and sometimes 
chicken. 
And 
always 
oranges.” 
After lunch, the volunteers 
would 
continue 
ad­ 
m inistering 
their 
im ­ 
munizations until 4 or 5 p.m. 
“ At the end of the day we 


would go out into the jungle 
to the thatch huts and use up 
the excess vaccine. 
That 
way, we did a combination of 
clinic-type and door-to-door 
vaccinations,” 
recalled 
McConnell. “ Sometimes we 
would work until after dark 
and we’d vaccinate the kids 
by candlelight.” 
Volunteers usually work in 
four-week terms and by the 
end 
of 
that 
period, 
McConnell said that he and 
his friends were ready to go 
home. Then he got a phone 
call from an Amigos ad­ 
ministrator who asked him 
to stay on an extra four 
weeks as a staff member, 
and the college student 
agreed. 
It was during that second 
month stint as a staffer that 
McConnell had one 
his 
most 
“ m em orable” 
ex­ 
periences in Paraguay. He 
c o n t r a c t e d 
s p i n a l 
meningitis. 


Working in primitive South American villages during the summer can produce some unique 
experiences, according to Amigos De Las Americas staffer Brian McConnell. During his first 
Amigos visit to Paraguay, he and two companions slept in a deserted school house and ate 
their meals with a local family.

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A severe epidemic of the 
disease had broken out in 
both Brazil and Paraguay. 
McConnell’s 
group 
of 
volunteers were staying in a 
hospital that month so most 
of them received a Brazilian 
vaccine 
against 
the 
meningitis. But McConnell 
was out in the field and 
missed the immunization. 
When 
returning 
to 
the 
hospital two days later, he 
unknowingly went to sleep in 
a room where three children 
had 
earlier 
died 
of 
the 
disease and soon he came 
down with the first symp­ 
toms—a cold sore, nausea 
and dizziness. 
Taking mass doses of 
antibiotics, McConnell said 
that the symptoms disap-

peared after a day or so. He 
finished his term as an 
Amigo staffer and returned 
home. There, the niece of a 
girl he was dating con­ 
tracted the South American 
meningitis and McConnell 
discovered that although he 
had no symptoms himself, 
he was a carrier of the 
disease. 
Fortunately, the incident 
had a “ happy ending,” 
McConnell said. Both he and 
the little girl were cured of 
the disease and the episode 
did nothing to kill his interest 
in the Amigos De Las 
Am ericas 
program. 
He 
returned to Nicaragua the 
next year and will be in 
Bolivia this summer from 
June 5 to Sept. I. 
Although living the kind of 
life McConnell 
has 
lived 
during the past two sum­ 
mers is not what most young 
people would choose to do 
with their summer vacation, 
some 6,000 students have 
participated in Amigos De 
Las Americas.

WATER, WATER, BUT 


NO MORE RAIN 


Of all the medicines that we have 
to treat urinary tract infections, the 
best is probably large and frequent 
doses of water and I can't make a 
dime out of it. Now coffee, tea, and 
alcohol won't cut it, it has to be 
water or in some cases cranberry 
juice. 
Water will do a couple of things. 
First it will "flush" the kidneys and 
keep the offending bacteria from 
getting a toe hold, and secondally it 
prevents a condition known as 
crystalluria. This condition occurs 
then some of the drugs break down 
in the urine and 
leave small 
amounts of percipitate. 
Cranberry juice will acidify the 
urine and most offending bacteria, 
especially in vaginal infections, 
don't particularly cotten to this 
acid environment so it slows down 
their reproduction. However there 
are certain cases when cranberry 
juice should be avoided. So if your 
doctor 
doesn't 
say 
"cranberry 
juice" or if you forget to bring the 
subject up it would be best to help 
the city and drinks lots of water. 
There are several classes of 
drugs which may be prescribed. 
One class, which is a dye, will be 
used in combination with other 
drugs and it will cause the color of 
the urine to be red, blue or orange. 
lf your doctor or pharmacist hasn't 
warned you about this it can scare 
the pea-wadding out of a person. 
There are a few drugs that can be 
bought without a prescription for 
this condition. These are mildly 
antibacterial and will give some 
relief 
of 
painful 
or 
burning 
urination but it is best not to mess 
around with this and put off going 
to the doctor.

Today, I feel forced to join the ranks of 
journalists across the land who have ex­ 
pressed themselves on the subject of the 
Energy Crisis. Notice I capitalized it, as if it 
were 
someone’s 
name 
or 
a 
National 
monument or something. Unfortunately, it 
isn’t new; it has been with us for some time, 
and sober minds have been warning us of the 
impending depletion of our supplies of gas 
and oil. 
Unfortunately, the direction taken by 
President Carter to the Energy Crisis is more 
or less the standard government formula. 
Namely, let’s haves tax. He tells us the tax is 
to make less attractive the gas guzzling autos 
preferred by many and to give us a challenge 
in the preservation of energy. Fine and 
dandy. So far, so good, but what do we do with 
the money? 
Why, we form a bureau to administer it, 
and we collect the money from the energy 
abusers and return it to the people in the form 
of tax credits. That seems to be the new pat 
formula in the government these days. No 
mention is ever made of the fact that the 
money is laundered along the way, and about 
half of it disappears into the bottomless pit in 
Washington. 
The problem this leaves us with, of course, 
is that this program fails to address the 
problem of finding more oil and gas, or 
developing new sources of energy. To com­ 
pound the problem, the price of gas would be 
frozen at a figure which offers no incentive 
for exploration or the development of existing 
fields 
While the proposed program would call for 
a sharing of available oil and gas among the 
states, it did not mention the possibility of 


forcing the New England States to permit 
development of proven oil reserves in their 
coastal waters, nor did it mention forcing the 
development 
of 
oil 
shale 
reserves 
in 
Colorado. Yet, it seems logical that if we are 
to share the fruit, we should also share the 
pits. 


+ + + + 
I took my very own instant poll yesterday 
among friends and acquaintances in Plano. I 
was trying to find out what people thought of 
the program proposed by the President in his 
speech on Wednesday night. 
I found little opposition to the idea of a tax. 
Most of those I talked to were resigned to the 
inevitability 
of 
it. 
There 
was 
fairly 
widespread opposition to the idea of tax 
credits, because those things have a way of 
becoming inequitable, and sometimes little 
more than welfare programs. 
I also found disappointment and strong 
criticism of the lack of any program to 
stimulate development and exploration. Most 
of those I talked to didn’t mind the tax so 
much if the money could be committed IOO 
percent to the development of new energy 
sources. 
The consensus seemed to be relief that 
something was finally being done about the 
problem, but quite a bit of dissatisfaction with 
the direction the action appeared to be taking.

If you 
enjoy that sort of thing, you have an op­ 
portunity to see some fine old homes, and the 
proceeds from the tour will be used to help in 
the preservation of other historic homes and 
building.

New Look At Saccharin Test

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
couple or three decades ago, 
the classic lament of the 
times was: “Everything I 
like is either illegal, im­ 
moral or fattening.” 
If updated to include the 
taboos at work today, that 
ancient plaint would read: 
“Everything I like that isn’t 
illegal, immoral or fattening 
causes cancer in rats.” 


To some extent, the forces 
of permissiveness have worn 
down the bars of illegality 
and immorality. Were those 
the only deterrents to en­ 
joyment, 
most 
people 
probably would go ahead 
and do it anyway. 


The weakening of those 
retraints, however, has been 
more than offset by the ever 
broadening range of stric­ 
tures that must be observed 
to forestall corpulence. 
The ratio is approximately 
as follows: for every three 
people who will now do 
something they didn’t used 
to do because it was illegal 
or immoral, there are seven 
more people who have gone 


on a diet. 
Lately, the mushrooming 
list of things that cause, 
people to gain weight, in­ 
cluding mushrooms, has 
been 
m atched 
by 
the 
snowballing list of things 
that cause cancer in rats. 
Including snowballs. 
Indeed, some scientists 
are coming around to the 
conclusion that there is an 
either-or relationship in­ 
volved 
here 
— 
either 
something will cause you to 
gain weight or it will cause 
cancer in rats. 


Certainly it has worked out 
that way with respect to 
sweeteners. 
A 
House 
health 
sub­ 
committee began hearings 
this week on legislation that 
would permit the Food and 
Drug Administration to lift 
its controversial ban on 
saccharin. 
Being on the skinny side 
myself, I am not emotionally 
involved in the issue. 
I do, however, have an 
intellectual curiosity I would 
like to see satisfied. 
If you find something you 


can eat without gaining 
weight, chances are rats will 
find it non-fattening too, 
right? 
Therefore, 
the 
question that should be 
answered is this: 
Did the laboratory rats 
thaV$vqre fed concentrated 
amounts 
of 
artificial 
sweetener ^develop cancer 
because 
of 
certain 
ingredients in saccharin, or 
did they develop cancer 
because they were thin? 
Putting it another way, it 
may turn out that slim rats 
basically 
are 
more 
susceptible to cancer than 
fat rats are. In that event, 
the laboratory tests for 
saccharin, cyclamates and 
various other non-fattening 
foodstuff would be subject to 
somewhat 
different 
in­ 
terpretation. 
It will, alas, take years to 
determine whether rodent 
slenderization was a factor 
in the saccharin tests. 
By that time, anything you 
like that isn’t illegal, im­ 
moral or fattening will be 
killed by the freeze, priced 
out of sight by Brazilians or 
subject to an Arab embargo.

St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
Passersby at the federal courthouse in New York City a 
few days ago were presented with the unusual spectacle of 
more than 300 FBI agents congregated on the steps and 
applauding one of their former colleagues who was about to 
be arraigned on charges of illegal mail-opening, wire­ 
tapping and conspiracy. The demonstration was ironic for 
two reasons: first, the FBI has been known to conduct sur­ 
veillance operations against citizens who engage in 
demonstrations, and, second, the law enforcement agents 
enforced against one of their own. 
A further sign of FBI support for a double standard of law 
enforcement was provided by a statement from FBI 
Director Clarence Kelley asking Attorney General Griffin 
Bell to review the case of former FBI supervisor, John J. 
Kearney, who had just been indicted in New York, 
presumably with the objective of having Mr. Bell stop the 
prosecution. Mr. Kelley said the Kearney indictment, the 
first ever of an FBI agent, had seriously affected FBI 
morale, and the director argued further that CIA agents had 
been left off the hook for similar wrongdoing. 
On the latter issue, Mr. Kelley has a point. But Mr. Bell’s 
answer should not be to stop the prosecution of Mr. Kearney 
and other FBI agents, against whom there is evidence of law 
violation, but to order the prosecution of CIA agents against 
whom there is similar evidence. As for FBI morale, the 
bureau’s esprit de corps should not be boosted by continuing 
to wink at its violations of the law, as those in authority did 
for 20 years. Finally, now that the FBI agents’ First 
Amendment right to demonstrate has been respected (as it 
should have been), perhaps the agency will be a little more 
understanding of citizens’ desires to exercise their First 
Amendment rights.

The spectacle of 300 FBI agents gathered on the steps of 


the federal courthouse in New York in support of a former 
colleague facing prosecution should cause serious soul­ 
searching by an Administration that professes deep commit­ 
ment to human rights around the globe ... 
Attorney General Bell would do well to intervene in the 
Kearney case and drop prosecution. Americans are not in 
the mood to see an FBI hero made a martyr. In his concern 
for human rights, President Carter should be mindful that he 
has an obligation to protect the FBI from unreasoned abuse 
The dignified appearance of the 300 FBI agents who 
gathered in behalf of Kearney speaks volumes. These were 
not dirty, foul-mouthed radicals shouting obscenities or 
disturbing the peace. They were quiet, resolute, patriotic, 
fearless, dedicated public servants who put their lives on the 
line every day to protect their fellow Americans against 
external and internal dangers. And they were exercising 
their fundamental right to assemble peaceably to seek 
redress for a grievance.

However, the irony of the situation has not escaped public 
attention. 
On one hand we have the president canceling a $50 handout 
for the American working stiff, while his wife Rosalynn 
hands out salary raises to her staff. Her secretary is going 
from a mere $37,800 a year to $45,000. An assistant, along 
with her social secretary, now will receive $40,000 yearly ...

Indifference rather than outright opposition killed the $50 
rebate. Senate enthusiasm for President Carter’s plan 
diminished in recent months, as did the need for quick fiscal 
stimulus, because the economy has been improving. 
Tile challenge now is to sustain a healthy economy, and to 
restrain and then reduce inflation. Carter’s approach is to 
call for cooperation and consultation among business, labor 
and government because, he said Friday, government can’t 
do it all. Of course But a president can also set an example. 
He can establish farm price supports well below what 


farmers want, in order to keep food costs down. He can seek 
federal minimum-wage levels well below what unions want, 
in order to restrain labor costs and increase employment. He 
can put trade barriers well below what Congress, industry 
and labor want, in order to make low-price imported shoes 
available to consumers. Those are examples that Carter 
already has set. Others, we hope, will follow.

The struggle between President Carter and Congress over 
how to handle the economy and specifically taxes may prove 
to be the catalyst for the long-awaited showdown between the 
two. 
As only a mild surprise, the President set the stage for a

with his announcement this past week that he was dropping 
his $50 tax rebate plan. 
While we think Mr. Carter should be commended for: I. 
Realizing his plan was not feasible, for whatever reason; 
and, 2. Bowing to the realities of politics; another ob­ 
servation is in order. 
The President’s contention that the $50 rebate is not 
needed now — because the economy is suddenly on an up­ 
swing — is poppycock in our opinion. 
Either that, or the President is not as perceptive as he was 
as a candidate. 
Late last Fall, on the campaign trail and after his election, 
Mr. Carter contended that the $50 rebate was “must” piece 
of legislation. 
Former President Ford and a goodly portion of the House 
and Senate thought otherwise. The argument was that the 
economy had already turned around and that the real threat 
was inflation, not the need to “spur” more spending. 
So looking realistically at the scorecard, Mr. Carter 
suddenly surmised that things are indeed in pretty good 
shape and we do not need the rebate.

The structures will replace 
the 
present 
courthouse 
which has undergone at least 


one major remodeling in its 
100-year history to provide 
additional room for offices. 
The present county jail has 
had a similar history and is 
now 
considered 
“ un­ 
suitable” for prisoners by 
state and federal officials 
who have agreed not to 
penalize the county for this 
facility because of the new 
construction. 
However, both of the 
present structures will be 
retained for county use, as 
the present courthouse is 
designated to be a county 
office building and the jail 
will be turned over to the 
Civil Defense office.

“ Each district must find

make certain they receive 


the kind of attention and 
resources they need,” he 
says. “ If the child is not able 
to attend the regular public 
school, the district may 
contract for services with a 
sheltered workshop or some 
other community agency.

4,800 congregations, the ALC 
proposes to go on record as 
declaring 
homosexual 
behavior a sin while backing 
“justice” in the area of civil 
affairs. 
The statement, drafted by 
the denomination’s Office of 
Research and Analysis, is a 
middle-of-the-road 
position 
finding increasing favor 
among church officials but 
satisfying neither gay ad­ 
vocates nor their opponents, 
such 
as 
singer 
Anita 
Bryant’s Save Our Children 
campaign in Florida. 
Citing a number of biblical 
references, 
the 
ALC 
statement says it would be 
the position of the church to 
affirm that “taken as a 
whole” the m essage of 
Scripture 
is 
that 
“homosexual behavior is a 
sin, a form of idolatry, a 
breaking of the natural order 


that unites members of the 
human community.” 
It is “contrary to the new 
life in Christ, a denial of the 
responsible freedom and 
service into which we are 
called through baptism,” the 
statement adds. 
"We realize that this is a 
restatem ent 
of 
the 
t r a d i t i o n a l 
C h r i s t i a n 
position,” the' statem ent 
said. “For this we make no 
apology. We believe it un­ 
wise to reject our heritage of 
teaching and practice unless 
compelling 
reasons 
so 
direct. We find none such. 
We choose not to yield to the 
spirit of the times.” 
At the same time, the 
statement notes that “we 
recognize that persons of 
d i f f e r i n g 
t h e o l o g i c a l 
traditions interpret dif­ 
ferently the meaning and 
intent of any or all of these 
passages.” 
Professors 
at 
the 
d enomi nat ion’s 
Luther 
Seminary, St. Paul, Minn., 
have done studies of the 
biblical material relating to 
homosexuality and church 
officials said the papers 
“informed” the writing of 
the proposed statem ent. 
However, 
the 
biblical 
analyses have not been 
made public by the church. 


W h i l e 
r e j e c t i n g 
homosexual behavior as a 
sin, the statement also said 
the church recognizes “the 
cries of our homosexual 
brothers and sisters for 
justice in the arena of civil 
affairs.” 
It opposed legalization of 
homosexual marriages but 
did endorse gay advocates 
claim that “sexual orien­ 
tation in and of itself should 
not be a cause for denying 
them their civil liberties.” 
“They as well as we 
uphold standards of public 
decency, protection of the 
young, the weak, and the 
dependent, and efforts to end 
entrapment, 
exploitation, 
and 
oppression,” 
the 
statement said. 
The proposed statement, 
which may be revised on the 
basis on responses from 
congregations and church 
members, does not address 
itself to the most explosive 
aspect of the issue facing 
churches: The ordination of 
avowed homosexuals to the 
ministry. 
In the Episcopal Church, 
where the Rt. Rev. Paul 
Moore, bishop of New York, 
ordained a lesbian to the 
priesthood, the issue has 
joined that of ordaining 
women and revision of the 


Book of Common Prayer as 
potentially schismatic. 
It is an issue being debated 
in several other Protestant 
denominations as well and is 
also being raised forcefully 
among Roman Catholics. 
The 
proposed 
ALC 
s t a t e m e n t , 
h o we v er , 
suggests only that “ the 
implications of the views 
expressed” by the paper will 
be considered by other 
divisions of the church. 
At the very least, the 
statement opens a measure 
of dialogue among American 
Lutherans on the issue — a 
dialogue 
that 
has 
ecumenical 
and 
civic 
dimensions 
as 
well 
as 
parochial, in-house con­ 
siderations.

in total factory output. The 
largest increase^ were in 
e le c tric a l 
m ach in ery ^ 
transportation 
equipment, 
and lumber and wood, while 
nonelectrical

was the only durable goods 
industry to suffer a decline 
in output.

chemicals and petroleum 
refining 
were 
largely 


responsible for the slight 
decline in nondurable goods 
production.

Social Security Inequities Exist 


Homemakers Say Unfair Laws Favor Husbands 


(E ditor’s 
Note: 
The 
following is the fourth in a 
series of articles covering 
the various aspects of the 
women’s movement from its 
early beginnings to present 
day laws and activities. 


The articles are taken 
from the 1976 report of the 


National Commission on the 
Observance of International 
Women’s Year. The report is 
entitled”. . . To Form A 
More Perfect Union” Justice 
for American Women). 


The Social Security Act, 
and 
until 
recently 
its 
amendments, have reflected 


the prevailing image of the 
homemaker 
as 
an 
ap­ 
pendage of the husband—not 
a fully equal partner. 
Had she been considered 
an equal partner, the system 
would have credited her with 
half the benefits accruing 
from 
her 
husband’s 
coverage with a right to keep 
the accrual at divorce or at 
early widowhood. 
The whole system has 
been built on a concept of the 
family structure that never 
was realistic or equitable for 
many families and is in 
urgent need of fundamental 
change. 
Mrs. Marilyn Albrecht of 
West Allis, Wis., is an 
example of one type of 
inequity resulting from lack 
of social security coverage 
for the homemaker. 
After working 12 years in 
positions covered by social 
security, she quit in 1960 to 
provide the special care and 
schooling required by her 
handicapped child. 
Mrs. Albrecht is now 
disabled with a heart con­ 
dition and other serious 
medical problems. She is 
unable to care for her 
family, yet she is not eligible 
for a social security benefit, 
nor can she get Medicare. If 
her husband should die after 
her youngest child reaches 
18, she would not be eligible 
for a benefit based on his 


employment 
until 
she 
reached 50. 
As Mrs. Albrecht says, a 
person 
who 
becomes 
disabled while working is 
eligible for a disability 
benefit with fewer years of 
coverage than she had. 
Because she stayed home 
to care for her child with 
special problems, she is 
ineligible. A disabled child 
with no employment is 
eligible for a benefit on the 
death of a covered parent, 
but a homemaker like Mrs. 
Albrecht, with 12 years of 
covered employment, is a 
‘‘nothing ” 
There are several other 
types of inequities arising 
from the lack of coverage for 
homemakers. 
A 
homemaking 
wife, 
divorced after fewer than 20 
years m arriage, has no 
social security protection 
based on her husband’s 
employment. If she had been 
married more than 20 years 
prior to the divorce, she is 
eligible for a benefit only 
when he retires or dies. 
T h e 
C o m m i s s i o n , 
therefore, 
recommended 
that the hom em aker be 
covered in her own right 
under the social security to 
provide income security for 
the 
risks 
of 
old 
age, 
disability and death. 
The Commission further 
recommended 
that 
the 
Secretary 
of 
Health, 


Education and Welfare be 
directed to give a high 
priority to developing an 
administration proposal for 
achieving this purpose. 
There are a number of 
other 
problem s 
of 
the 
homemaker the committee 
would have considered, 
given more time. 
Should a homemaking wife 
(or husband) in an ongoing 
marriage have a means for 
enforcing support? Should 
there, for example, 
be 
drafted 
a 
model 
law 
requiring that creditors 
accord 
m arried 
women 
credit 
based 
on 
their 
husbands’ credit standing, 
and 
that 
husbands 
be 
obligated to pay? 
What are the ways for a 
community 
to 
provide 


assistance to a victim of wife 
assault? 
Should judges be given 
less discretion in dividing 
property at divorce and 
settling alimony and child 
support? 
Should the law require that 
the home be awarded to the 
spouse with custody of the 
children unless a different 
arrangem ent 
would 
be 
better for the children? 
The Committee hopes that 
these topics will be explored 
by 
other 
interested 
organizations such as state, 
county and city commissions 
on the status of women, bar 
associations, committees of 
state 
legislatures 
and 
women’s organizations. 
(Next week, this series 
will look at divorce).

lift and dip their oars in 
unison as they glide across 
the murky green water of 
I^ike Merritt They range in 
age from 40 to 80 years 
young 
“ Stand by,” shouts Mrs 
Carrington, a member of the 
Oakland Women’s Rowing 
dub since 1959 “ Cross bars 
Let fall. Good oars!" 
Art hour later, refreshed 
and inspired, the nautically 
attired women float their 
2,500-pound boat slowly back 
to the cement pier There it 
is covered and maintained 
by

“ I ’ve always exercised, I

“ 'Hiey take great pride in 
rowing and are a very happy 
unit, all believers in exer­ 
cise.” 
The 
women 
precision 
stroke from 10-11 a m. every 
Wednesday, 
weather 
per­ 
mitting, across the three- 
mile stretch of a lake lined 
with 150 acres of greenery. 
.Shoving off near a flock of 
seagulls, they soon find 
themselves in the company 
of ducks, geese, swans, 
loons, sandpipers, pelicans, 
herons, and terns. 
“ One nice thing is getting 
out on the lake,” said Mrs.

and excitement. 
Professional athletes have 
become 
super stars 
and 
sought-after 
personalities 
for 
ad v ertisem en ts 
and 
endorsements, making them 
part of one of the wealthiest 
professions in the nation. 
And it’s all because those 
ath letes are involved in 
games which bring instant 
dram a into the homes of 
m illions 
of 
A m ericans 
almost daily. 
Football and tennis make 
good m ates with television 
because they are games of 
continual 
crisis, 
Dr 
Chandler said. Both games 
move with recurring crisis 
points that hold the viewer’s 
attention, with brief stopping 
points to allow the viewer’s 
anticipation to build 
Plus, the viewer can follow 
the action easily on the 
television screen. 
But without that dram a, 
that sense of excitement 
created in certain games, a 
sport on television can fail 
miserably. Soccer, for in­ 
stance, has never been 
popular on television—it 
lacks a center of attraction 
and a series of crisis to hold 
the viewer’s attention. 
“One of soccer’s charm s 
is its ad-lib quality; much of 
the action is made up as it 
goes along. This makes it 
hard for a cam eram an to get 
meaningful closeups, yet the 
field is so large that the finer 
points are lost when the 
cam era can’t close in,” Dr. 
Chandler said in her article. 
“In tennis and football, if 
the ball is lost for a moment 
or two, the TV audience 
knows it has witnessed a 
superb shot or a marvelous 
fake; in soccer, a lost ball 
brings only curses and 
confusion.” 
But television refuses to 
divorce itself from a sport as 
a lost cause. Changes in 
rules, in strategy, can make 
a sport more condusive to 
producing another dram atic 
hour of television sports. 
Although football was a 
n atu ral 
for 
television 


coverage, tennis came in 
with some serious faults. 
Since games must fit into 
program 
schedules, 
the 
lengthy sets that 
marked 
tournament 
tennis for 80 
years were done away with 
by 
the 
U.S. 
Tennis 
Association in 1970 when it 
adopted a sudden-death tie­ 
breaker. Colored tennis togs 
and balls have 
become 
standard at m any to u r­ 
naments and some courts 
are outlined in bright colors 
to make the color cameras 
happy.

As a native of England 
(she was graduated from the 
University of Cambridge) 
and a long-time resident of 
Texas 
where 
soccer 
has 
grown by leaps and bounds 
(shehas a doctoral degree in 
American studies from UT- 
Austin), Dr. Chandler said in 
her 
article 
she 
doubts 
American television has 
given up on attempting to 
adapt soccer to fit the 
necessary visual needs for 
television coverage. 
She suggests areas that 
might be changed would be 
development of recognizable 


crisis 
points; 
potential 
scoring situations such as 
corner kicks and penalty 
kicks 
played 
up 
m ore 
dram atically, and awarding 
team s points not only for 
winning individual games, 
but also for the number of 
goals they scored. 
“ If such changes were 
suggested in Great Britain, 
the howls of anguish would 
be heard across the Atlantic. 
In 
A m erica, 
w here the 
soccer tradition doesn’t run 
as deep, teams may be more 
receptive to TV’s siren call. 
If a more exciting gam e 
resembling soccer can be 
created for TV, I suspect it 
will be,” she said. 
TV doesn’t always bring a

popularity, Dr. C handler 
w arned. She said m inor 
league baseball 
has done 
nothing but strike out since 
baseball fans discovered 
they 
could 
see the

1949 to less than 20 currently 
with

Erin Jontow weighed in at 
7 pounds and 6 ounces at 
12:16 a m. last Jan. 9 at the 
C hildbearing 
C enter

M anhattan’s East Side. The 
m other, 
24-year-old P at 
Jontow , 
was

comfortable that way. 
Husband Brian helped 
support her with his right 


arm . In his left, he held 
Joshua. 
Just ll days earlier, Pat 
Rodriguez gave birth to 6- 
pound, 13-ounce Laura in the 
sam e room. By her side was 
her husband, Julio, and 
nearby stood the couple’s 
two closest friends.

Jontow said. “ It was the 
m ost m arvelous, m oving 
experience.

childbirth is supposed to be 
like.” 
Mrs. Rodriguez, 36, said 
having her second child 
“ was joyful. It was like a 
celebration.” 
To date, about IOO babies 


have been delivered in the 
cen ter which opened 18 
months ago to offer women a 
safe but homelike setting for 
giving 
birth 
— 
in 
the 
presence of their husbands 
and, if they desire, their 
children or friends. 
Officials 
at 
the 
center 
believe it is the first such 
project 
in 
the country, 
although sev eral sim ila r 
facilities have opened in 
other cities recently. 
The two “ birthing room s,” 
as the staff cal s them , are 
painted in bright colors and 
furnished with arm chairs, 
throw 
rugs 
and 
wall 
hangings. The beds have no 
straps or stirrups. 
Couples are encouraged to 
walk 
around, 
w atch 
television or even prepare 
snacks in a nearby kitchen 
during the early stages of 
labor. 
Both Joshua and Kira had 
seen pictures of childbirth 


and knew what to expect.

Students Do Peer Counseling

Advising a troubled teen­ 
ager to discuss problems 
with a school 
guidance 
counselor too often is like 
telling Romeo to ask Juliet’s 
father for pointers in dealing 
with girls. 
“ Some students at 
this 
level are really turned off to 
adults 
because 
of 
ex ­ 
periences with teachers and 
at home,” said Bill Hensley, 
a guidance counselor at 
P arkw ay 
C entral 
High 
School 
“ Some don’t even 
want to look at an adult, 
much less talk to one.” 
So Hensley and M ary 
Kummer. another m ember 
of P ark w ay ’s counseling 
staff, put together a peer 
counseling 
program 
for 
qualified juniors and seniors 
as an elective with course 
credit. 
In the St. Louis County 
school’s 
p rogram .

students learn and apply 
counseling techniques to 
help solve problems their 
faculty supervisors m ay 
never even hear about 
There were nearly five 
student applicants for each 
available position when the 
course 
began 
with 
18 
students last fall. The peer 
counselors were trained in 
psychological techniques 
and communication skills. 
Then, in the early stages of 
the program alone, there 
were more than 500 contacts 
between peer counselors and 
troubled students. 
“ In any given period we 
have counselors 
in 
our 
center here, but the peer 
counselors are in the halls, 
the smoking areas and other 
places 
to 
increase 
the 
availability of counseling,” 
Hensley said 
“ They in­ 
crease our contacts. 
“ They 
operate 
pretty 
much independently. We 
don't go around hassling 
them We feel they work as 
hard here and learn as much 
here as they do in their other 
classes.” 
The peer counselors stress 
that their efforts go beyond 
routine chats about common 


concerns. The students come 
from a wide range of the 
usual cliques so that they 
can reach out to as many 
others as possible. 
Talking animatedly about 
their experiences in the pro­ 
gram. they stress the con­ 
fidentiality 
they 
m ust 
maintain if they are to keep 
the respect of their clients. 
They also talk of how the 
program has helped them as 
much as it has helped 
anyone. 
“ You start to think a lot 
more about how you’re af­ 
fecting others,” said Jan 
Douglass, a junior. “ Instead 
of just hearing someone say, 
‘Oh. I’m really upset,’ you 
really 
understand 
what 
they’re trying to say.” 
“People are not so quick to 
give advice after they’ve 
been in the program ,” said 
Marci Kimmel, also a junior. 
“ That's not what we're here 
for. We're trying to help 
others 
reach 
decisions 
them selves.” 
E xplaining 
why 
peer 
counseling 
is 
often 
preferred, Douglass said, “ I 
used to stay up nights 
worrying after I first talked 
to a guidance counselor 


about a problem. I really 
didn’t know these adults. I 
didn’t know if they would 
call 
my 
parents 
with 
something I had laid on them 
and inform on me.” 
Some problems handled by 
peer counselors 
involve 
narcotics 
and 
pregnancy, 
but they resent the im­ 
pression many adults have 
that all 
teen-agers 
are 
troubled 
by 
only 
those 
topics. 
More often, 
they 
said, 
problems 
deal 
with 
relationships with parents, 
teachers and friends. Some 
counselors 
have 
gone 
through 
the 
difficulties 
themselves. They know the 
problems are serious. 
“I had a real hard time 
last 
year,” 
said 
Jim 
McNamara, a 
senior. 
“I 
hated 
everything 
and 
everybody. But I never 
thought I could talk to an 
adult about it. I was close to 
being put away, and that’s 
not like me at all. 
“If I had had peer coun­ 
seling. it could have helped 
me a lot. I went through it 
alone.” 
With their training and 


experience, the counselors 
realize they cannot handle 
all problem s brought to 
them. They have a complete 
list of referral services to 
use, or they may act as in­ 
term ediaries 
with 
the 
regular counseling staff. 
“We know when to stop if 
we need to hand it over to 
Bill or Mary or one of the 
other counselors,” said Sheri 
Beitch, a junior.

Patchwork Adds Color 
To Decorating Schemes 


Patchwork is a natural 
quilt go-together—lending a 
colorful accent to current 
trends 
in 
quilt 
decor, 
especially with such ideas as 
patchwork pillows massed 
on a daybed, sofa or floor 
corner for an inviting place 
to relax. Much patchwork 
and quilted fabric also cover 
dining room chairs. 
Many people are making 
their own patchwork accent 
pieces. 
For those without the time 
to 
create 
the 
artful 
m asterpieces of our an­ 
cestors, there is a quick-and- 
easy patchwork method. It is 
“ real 
patchw ork”—but 
pieced together the easy 
wav. 


The following instructions 
will make an 18-inch square 
pillow. 
Cut three strips each of 
two contrasting fabrics— 
make each strip 48 inches 
long and four inches wide. 
Right sides together length­ 
wise with 
12-inch seams, 
alternating colors 
That 
makes a “striped" piece of 
material. 19 inches wide 
Press seams open. 
Lay out the fabric so that 
“stripes" run crosswise in 
front of you. and cut twelve 
four-inch-wide strips 
Now reverse every other 
strip so that 
alternating 
blocks of fabric meet—to 
form a patchwork. Restitch 
the four-inch-wide strips 


together with ‘2-inch seams. 
That produces a genuine 
piece of patchwork fabric, 37 
inches long and 19 inches 
wide. 
Fold the fabric in half 
(right sides together), stitch 
up two sides, and turn right 
side out. Press, insert pillow, 
and whipstitch the third side 
closed to complete the 
patchwork pillow. 
Patchwork of this fashion 
looks best 
when all the 
corners match, so be sure to 
measure the ‘2-inch seams 
carefully. 
This same idea can create 
a patchwork quilt with fluffy 
filling stitched into place- 
adding a splash of color to 
any decorating scheme.

On Cloudy Days 
Sunburn Is Sneaky 


Sunburn sneaks up on a lot 
of people this time of year. 
The sun can burn you 
painfully not only on bright, 
hot days but also on cloudy 
days, on the water and at 
high altitudes. 
The rays 
which cause the burn are the 
ultra-violet rays which are 
reflected by light surfaces, 
such as sand, sails and snow, 
the Texas Medical Assn. 
says. 
If someone is determined 
to get a tan, they should do it 
gradually. Start out with a 
ten-minute sunning at first 
and increase the exposure by 
a few minutes a day. 
The ultra-violet rays are 
most potent between IO a m. 
and 2 p.m., and this is the 
time to be most cautious. 
Fair-skinned persons should 
avoid exposure to the sun 
during those peak hours. 
Some people are so sen­ 
sitive to the sun that they 
should wear a hat, long- 
sleeved shirt and full-length 
pants if they are required to 
go out in the sun during mid­ 
day. 
A number of lotions are 
available which screen out 
the burning rays and thus, to 
a degree, prevent sunburn. 
Sun screens containing para 
amino benzioc acid (PABA) 
are among the most ef­ 
fective. 
The 
protective 
lotion 
should be applied not only 
before you expose yourself to 
the sun but after you have 
been swimming or have 
sweated so much tha* you 
may have washed it off. 
Generally, it is a good idea to 
re-apply the lotion every two 
hours. 
If sunburn does occur, the 
safest treatment is to apply 
cold com presses to the 
painful area. There are a 
number of soothing oint­ 


ments available, but many 
doctors do not encourage 
patients to use them because 
the individual may develop 
an allergic reaction. 
If the sunburn is so severe 
that the skin blisters, it is 
wise to check with a doctor 
to prevent infection and get 
relief from excessive pain. 
Some people who have had 
a severe sunburn may be 
highly sensitive to sunlight 


for many months. And if 
someone chronically gets 
sunburned, even mildly, the 
skin 
can 
develop 
a 
prematurely wrinkled and 
leathery appearance. 
For some persons chronic 
sunburn will increase the 
likelihood of developing skin 
cancer. Another problem for 
some people is that some 
m edicines increase sen­ 
sitivity to the sun.

NEW ORLEANS (UFI) - 
The nutria is nothing but a 
fur bearing rodent — sort of a 
big swamp rat — to most 
South Louisiana residents, 
but for Phillip Gutierrez it 
provides tasty meat and a 
staple for some of his 
favorite recipes 
Gutierrez sometimes fixes 
the 
nutria 
like 
rabbit, 
another of his favorites, but 
said the nutria is better 
because the meat is less 
dense and allows the variety 
of seasonings he uses to soak 
in. 
“It’s much more tender 
and much tastier,” he said 
“The gravy just gets right 
down into it and goes ’’ If you 
don't shoot your own. he 
said, it can be found for 
about 25 cents a pound 
Gutierrez, 
68, 
has 
achieved fame of sorts 
among his circle of friends 
for his variation on such 
delicacies as nutria, rabbit, 
crayfish, venison, crabs and 
marsh hens 
Most of the 
game he catches or kills 
himself 
“I use the game because I 
do a lot of hunting,” said 
Gutierrez. 
“ I’ve 
got 
a 
pirogue (a flat-bottomed 
Cajun boat) and a gun and I 
love to hunt.” 
And Gutierrez, a retired 
foreman for the city park 
commission, likes to explain 
the habits of much of the 
game he catches or kills 
To wash his dishes down. 
Gutierrez brews his own 
beer and a sweet sort of 


liqueur he makes from 
several kinds of fruit. 
When the booze is made 
with cherries, he calls it 
“cherry bounce. ” He makes 
the 
same 
thing 
with 
Japanese pears and cocoa 
strullers, a sweet chocolate- 
tasting fruit that grows on 
small palm trees in the area. 
Gutierrez said his whole 
family cooks and the recipes 
are variations from his 
Spanish and French parents. 
“My mother was a very 
great cook,” he said “She 
could really cook.” 


The garage behind his 
home houses the pirogue, a 
crab trap and brand new 
crayfish nets. The yard 
between 
the home and 
garage supports a garden 
including the hot green and 
red peppers he uses liberally 
in his sauces. 


One of his rabbit recipes, 
which can double as the 
nutria recipe, uses oysters, a 
more common meat in New 
Orleans. He uses two pints of 
oysters, along with the 
oyster water, and the tops of 
green onions, celery, garlic, 
parsley and sweet peppers 
Gutierrez frequently cooks 
for parties given by friends 
in local bars. A friend said he 
has been known to serve 
nutria in various forms 
without 
telling 
the 
uninitiated what it is until 
after they eat it 
With the variety of game 
available to eat, he says 
there is no reason why 
anyone should go hungry.

Promoting Women 
Company Does Well

PALM SPRINGS, Calif 
(UPL — Colgate-Palmolive 
Co., known chiefly as a 
manufacturer of soaps and 
toiletries, branched into the 
real estate business through 
its promotion of sports 
events. 
David Foster, board chair­ 
man and chief executive, 
admits he never could have 
foreseen the real estate 
venture when he began his 
career in his native England 
with what was thought of 
mainly as a soap company in 
1945. 
Now he is selling con­ 
dominiums in this desert 
playground of the wealthy at 
Mission Hills Country Club 
which Colgate bought for 
$5.5 million three yearStego 
The country club gives the 
company a permanent site 
for its annual Colgate Dinah 
Shore Winners Circle golf 
tournament which put up a 
record high purse of $304,000 
for lady professional golfers 
this year. 
How did the soap company 
happen to buy a country 
club? 
“It s a commercial ven­ 


ture,' 
said Foster in his 
quiet British way. “ The 
venue was deteriorating. We 
had to lend them money to 
seed the course. I just 
happened to say when the 
1974 event finished, ‘Now 
that 
Irving 
Kahn 
(the 
developer) 
is 
dead, 
is 
Mission Hills for sale?’ After 
some negotiating we bought 
it for $5.5 million. It assures 
us a continuing place to hold 
the tournament.” 
After 
the 
purchase, 
Colgate spent another $1 
million on a tennis complex 
— courts, a stadium and a 
clubhouse 
— 
and 
is 
preparing to build a second 
golf course. The company 
w iias MU acres with options on 
iJ60 more. “We are very 
ca refu l 
in 
real 
estate 
development,” said Foster. 
“We don't build a new phase 
until we’ve sold 60 per cent of 
the previous phase.” 
Foster does not claim 
Colgate 
is 
the 
first 
conglomerate to get into 
sports promotion 
but 
its 
television advertising is 
unique — it has lady golfers 
endorsing products in a 
consumer boxtop sweep­ 
stakes and the gals also 
promote the various tour­ 
naments. 
He pointed out cigarette 
companies are into sports 
but they, of course, cannot 
tie 
in 
TV 
advertising 
because 
cigarette 
com­ 
mercials are banned from 
the tube. 
Foster said it is very 
difficult to evaluate this type 
of advertising. “It’s just as 
good. We’ve tested our 
commercials against normal 
commercials with actors 
and actresses and ours are 
just as good. We can’t say, 
however, they 
are more 
effective.” 
While Colgate has helped 
promote bigger purses for 
the lady pros. Foster will 
claim no special merit for 
this, indicating it s good 
business to cater to women. 
“We know seven out of IO 


of our purchases are made 
by the woman of the house.” 
he pointed out. 
Colgate had sales of $3.5 
billion in 1976 from diver­ 
sified operations 
which 
include in addition to soaps 
and other cleansers, golf and 
tennis equipment, leisure 
clothing, cosmetics, health 
and 
toiletry 
products, 
packaged foods and candies. 
Foster said the $3.5 million 
spent on advertising and 
promotion of sports events is 
only a small fraction of the 
company's total 
annual 
expenditure of $537 million 
worldwide in this category. 
“Sports is a substitute.’’ he 
said. “If we didn’t go into 
sports, we would spend the 
money someplace else.” 
Any complaints about 
what might seem to some a 
frivolous expenditure? 
"No.” he replied “There s 
been no opposition from 
directors or stockholders. 
All the letters I receive are 
favorable.” 
The company still spends a 
lot of money on “soap 
operas.” One is in its 14th 
year.

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Trying Spring 
For Garden

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
It’s been a “trying spring” 
for White House gardeners. 
John Quincy Adams’ elm 
tree is in bad shape and a 
maple planted by Grover 
Cleveland’s wife is “just 
about dead.” 
The 
best 
efforts 
to 
minimize the effects of the 
rugged winter of ’77 have not 
been enough to spare a good 
number of trees and shrubs 
dotting the mansion’s 19- 
acre grounds. 
“It has been a trying 
spring for us,” said Irwin 
Williams, the chief hor­ 
ticulturist who first came to 
the White House in 1949. 
He 
listed 
holly, 
rhododendron, 
ivy 
and 
“many, many other shrubs” 
that were either killed by the 
cold or were not expected to 
survive. 
“We’ve not had a real 
problem with winter damage 
in years,” Williams said. 
He pointed toward a large 
elm planted on a knoll in 1826 
by Adams. “We’re worried 
about that tree,” he said. 
The trouble began last 
summer, when its limbs 
were hit by lightning. Later 
in the year, it was damaged 
by a storm. 


Williams said he was 
“keeping a close watch on 
it,” explaining the tree has 
become 
“ weak” 
and 
susceptible “to just about 
anything, including Dutch 
elm disease.” 
As he stood on the South 
Lawn, his eyes scanned the 
grounds, stopping at the two 
Japanese maples planted by 
Mrs. Grover Cleveland. 
One showed off the pink 
coloring that comes in 
spring. 
The other was 
barren. “That one is just 
about dead,” he conceded. 
They don’t know for sure if 
the winter weather alone 
was responsible for the 
deaths, Williams said “We 
can’t be sure what hap­ 
pened.” The two trees stand 
in the open on opposite sides 
of the water fountain in the 
middle of the South Lawn. 
There are 18 trees that 
officially have a historical 
significance. 
There are 
others, however, with a 
sentimental value. 
They were not spared. 
The Jacqueline Kennedy 
Garden, along the East 
Wing, bears winter’s marks. 
Several tall trees, planted in 
1962 when the First Lady 
was beautifying that portion 
of the grounds, appear 
dormant.

Lowenberg. “ They are crisis 
intervention; social service 
assistan ce and referral; 
and, witness assistance and 
courtrelated 
information.” 
The office receives about 
500 calls 
a 
month 
for 
assistance, including 40 of 
the crisis-type. The most 
frequnt crisis call is the 
battered wife, he said. 
Acting on the request of a 
law officer, a two-member 
team, a staffer and volun­ 
teer, go to the scene of a 
crime. There they counsel 
the victim and offer tran­ 
sportation to a friend or 
relative’s house or medical 
facility. 
The team members advise 
the 
victim 
what 
social 
service agencies can offer 
food, tem porary housing, 
even help in repairing a door 
broken by the burglar. 
Recently the program has 
coordinated its efforts with 
the state to find jobs for 
victims. 
When a victim-witness is 
due for a court 
ppearance, the program lets 
the person know in advance 
what to expect and, in some 
cases, sends someone to 
accompany the person into 
the courtroom. 
When the case is finally 
settled, the program lets the 
victim know what happened 
and expedites the return of 
stolen property. 
But 
the 
assistan ce 
program does more. It helps 
police notify next of kin in 
death cases “ because of­ 
ficers feel bad they can’t 
spend more time comforting 
the person who has lost a 
loved one,” Lowenberg said. 
At times the program will 
aid in making funeral arran­ 
gements. 


Deborah Jacquin , who 
heads the county’s program 
which 
includes

witness, said the scope of 
services offered here are the 
most complete in the country 
and have served as models

To one gallon of hot water in an enamel or stamps steel 
container (I like a plastic waste basket) add one cu> of elec­ 
tric dishwasher compound and one-fourth cup bleach DO NOT 
U SE an aluminum container. Stir this well and then Hit in any 
IOO per cent cotton garments and let soak 30 minute. If they 
are not white enough soak another 30 minutes and hen wash 
as usual. If this should be used for whitening nylon tlings such 
as uniforms do not use hot water as it will set anywrinkles. 
Let mixture cool before putting any nylons in. I hive found 
this to be fantastic and most helpful when removng stains 
from baby clothes. — JAN .

Leaders of the home building industry meet in Washington 
to discuss several new mortgage concepts that would reduce 
monthly housing payments for young working families 
presently priced out of the market. 
The Board of Directors Meeting of the National 
Association of Home Builders (NAHB) will be held at the 
Washington Hilton Hotel, May 5-10. The 1,200 member board 
meets three times a year to vote on pending legislation and 
other policy matters that either directly or indirectly affect 
the housing industry. 
The NAHB program would reduce mortgage interest rates 
for middle and moderate income families by as much as 3 
percent, but not below 6 percent, depending on the purchase 
price of the home, with the government subsidizing the 
difference in interest. The higher the price of the home, the 
shallower would be the subsidy, with a maximum purchase 
price of $50,000. The government would recapture a portion 
of the subsidy upon the sale of the house, which would 
ultimately make the program self-sustaining in later years.
